A visit to the post office yester­ 
day showed an enlarged staff of 
workers toiling like beavers be­ 
hind the postal windows sorting, 
routing and unloading thousands 
of letters and parcel post pack­ 
ages for Villagers.

long 
queues of Villagers, winter resi­ 
dents and others were buying 
stamps and having parcels weigh­ 
ed destined for friends and rela­ 
tives in other communities. 
Inquiry of post officer worker 
i Marian Forback revealed 
that 
Christmas packages have been ar­ 
riving in the Village from distant 
lands too. 


"NOT MANY," she said, “but 
some have come from Austria, 
England, Holland and here is one 
from Nova Scotia addressed to 
John Archibald 
of

Springs Drug and Import com­ 
pany.” 
Postmaster R. M. Gorham said 
that between 30,000 and 40,000 
letters a day are being handled 
by the stamp canceling machine. 
He said that 15 additional em­ 
ployes are being used to handle 
the Christmas rush.

He 
later took post-graduate work at 
the New York university in lan­ 
guages. 
While in college he earned his 
letter in la crosse, football and 
hockey. He is a strapping athlete 
weighing 220 pounds, is married 
and makes his home at the Her­ 
bert Lienau Village with his 
wife, and two children Arden, 8, 
and Jeffrey, 5. 
From 1925 to 1928 he was in 
charge of the William Town’s 
Boy’s club and came directly to 
Palm Springs from Gillman high 
school, in Gillman, Conn. P re­ 
viously he had acted as a coach 
at the New York military acad­ 
emy. 


DURING THE WAR he entered 
the U. S. Coast Guard as a lieu­ 
tenant junior grade in 1942. He 
was discharged from that branch 
of the service in June 1946 with 
the grade of It. commander. 
The new director’s home was 
in Cheshire, New York. 
Ferris was forced to resign his 
position here due to the absence 
of his uncle from his business in 
Yucca Valley where he is the 
owner of a subdivision. Thomas, 
it is understood, is about to em­ 
bark on a national Republican 
undertaking.

Man, Woman 
Beaten, Robbed 
By Two Thugs 


County authorities and police 
of Banning and Palm Springs 
were today searching for two 
mysterious assailants who beat 
and then robbed a man and wo­ 
man a mile north of the city lim ­ 
its shortly after midnight Satur­ 
day.Showing signs of the brutal 
treatment he had received at the 
hands of one of the highwaymen 
L. P. Van Slyke, 28, 1435 W ater­ 
man Ave., San Bernardino, re­ 
ported to Sergeant Bill Lux, that 
one bandit held his female com­ 
panion Patricia Ann Able, while 
the other pummeled him unmer­ 
cifully around the face and body. 


WHEN HE ARRIVED at the 
Palm Springs police department 
to report the robbery of his w al­ 
let and Miss Abie’s purse, neither 
he or his companion could give 
anv description of their assailants. 
Van Slvke said that he had 
stopped his automobile alongside 
the road and was about to start 
their journey to the Village again 
when the car door on his side was 
suddenly opened and he was 
dragged out of the automobile. At 
the same time another bandit 
pulled Miss Able out of the vehi­ 
cle. 
WITHOUT UTTERING a word 
the bandit immediately began to 
beat Van Slyke, knocked him 
down and took his wallet. The 
bandit holding Miss Able, appro­ 
priated her purse and then both 
fled into the darkness. 
Investigation at the scene of the 
strong-arm robbery at 7 a. m. 
Sunday revealed signs of the 
struggle and blood that Van Slyke 
had shed. 


And this failure hurt Thomp­ 
son far more than it did tiny

who still insisted 
that 
there is a Santa Claus and he was 
out to find him, reindeer and all. 


ALL 
OF THIS HAPPENED 
when some kind citizen called the 
police station to report that Den­ 
nis was stopping traffic in the 
100 block on South Indian ave­ 
nue tricycling on his way in 
search of Santa Claus.

Dennis had asked anybody about 
specific directions to the home of 
Santa. 
Most of the adults them­ 
selves along the route Dennis 
chose had

knew without a compass bearing 
the direction to the home of 
Santa. 
To Officer Thompson, a father 
himself, cruising in his radio car 
came the call from headquarters.

Lost child.” Whether Dennis was 
lost or not remains a moot ques­ 
tion. 
Anyway Dennis, tricycle and all 
were soon moving in the direc­ 
tion of the police station with 
Thompson doing all he could to 
convince Dennis that he was go­ 
ing in the right direction. 
WHEN THE TWO arrived at 
police headquarters a distraught 
father, Bill Landis, 426 North In­ 
dian avenue, was waiting. 
Little Dennis had been well on 
his journey judging the distance 
from his father’s home to the 
place where he was interrupted— 
five whole city blocks.

On Rental Leases 


Is Reminder Today 


A total of 400 leases betw een 
landlords and tenants have been 
signed and approved in the R iv­ 
erside Defense-Rental area, which 
covers Riverside county except 
Blythe, it was announced yester­ 
day 
by 
Area 
Rent 
Director 
George J. MacDonald of R iver­ 
side. 
At the same time, MacDonald 
said that landlords and tenants 
have until Dec. 31 in w hich to 
sign leases for dw elling accommo 
dations under the Housing and 
Rent Act of 1947. 


THE LEASES already approved 
represent 2S4 per cent of all the 
dw elling accommodations in the 
defense-rental area. 
Figures for 
the nation show a total of 1,458,­ 
113 leases approved betw een July 
1 and Nov. 30, or 9.3 per cent of 
the total dw elling accom moda­ 
tions ;n the country. 
MacDonald pointed out th at the 
leases m ust be voluntary w ritten 
agreem ents betw een landlord and 
tenant and m ust contain an expi­ 
ration date on or after Dec. 31, 
1948, or more than 12 m onths 
from now. The lease can call for 
an increase of up to 15 per cent 
in the legal m axim um rental rate 
in existence at the tim e the lease 
is signed, a stipulation reads. O th­ 
er salient features require that 
the lease must not provide for a 
substantial decrease in th e serv­ 
ice, 
furniture, 
furnishings 
or 
equipm ent required to be provid­ 
ed pursuant to the rent-act regu­ 
lations. 


A COPY of the lease, according 
to the director, m ust be filed with 
the Riverside office of ren t con­ 
, trol at 3900 M arket street w ithin 
i 15 days after the date of the exe­ 
cution of the lease.

pointed out that the landlord need 
not offer a tenant a lease and if 
he does so the tenant need not 
accept it. 
If the tenant asks a 
landlord for a lease, the landlord 
need not give him one. 
He explained further that if no 
lease is signed betw een now and 
the end of th e month, the ten an t’s 
rental rem ains the same, provid­ 
ed it is no m ore than the current 
legal m axim um limit, as long as 
the current rent act rem ains in 
effect. The current law expires on 
Feb. 29, 1948. 
OTHER FEATURES designate 


that a lease m ay contain, a t the 
tenant’s request, a clause which 
gives the ten an t the right to ter­ 
m inate the lease at any tim e prior 
to the expiration date of the lease. 
A lease cannot, however, contain 
a clause giving the landlord the 
right to term inate it before the 
legal expiration date. 
MacDonald said his office will 
provide landlords or tenants with 
full inform ation on leases or oth­ 
er phases of th e current re n t law.

Sheriff Biscailuz Rests in Village 


Noted Head of Nation's Largest Peace Force 


Praises Governor's W a r on G a n g Invasion 


Manager of one of the largest “hotels” in the country, 
Sheriff Eugene Biscailuz, is in the Village recuperating from 
an operation, and with his wife, are the guests of his friend 
of many years, Mrs. Nellie Coffman, founder of the Desert 
Inn. 
a 
The Sheriff of Los Angeles 
county was amazed at the grow th 
of Palm Springs and the entire 
desert area in his first visit here 
since several years before the out­ 
break of W orld W ar II. 


AS THE HEAD of the largest 
sheriff’s departm ent in the entire 
country, 1400 deputies under his 
direction, Biscailuz had nothing 
but 
praise for G overnor Earl 
W arren’s plan to stem the flow 
of known eastern hoodlums to 
C alifornia and term ed as “con­ 
structive” the investigation into 
the m illion dollar “bookie” racket 
seeking the prohibition of tele­ 
phone and wire services for use 
in the dissem ination of racing 
news for betting purposes. 
As for the hotel he “operates” 
in Los Angeles, it can “com fort­ 
ably” house 2500 unw illing guests 


but at present is giving legal 
shelter to approxim ately several 
hundred more inm ates, forced to 
sleep on the floor. In addition 
there are about 700 additional 
prisoners in honor camps m an­ 
aged by his departm ent. 


BISCAILUZ, who has been in 
the Los Angeles County Sheriff’s 
D epartm ent for 40 years, fifteen 
of w hich has been spent as Sheriff, 
is inordinately proud of his crime 
prevention program originally in­ 
stituted 
by 
his 
predecessor, 
Sheriff 
W illiam 
Traeger, 
ex­ 
panded and im proved to include 
farm honor and detention camps 
for first offenders of youthful 
age. Recently a large m etropoli­ 
tan new spaper editorially credited 
the Sheriff for the great contribu­ 
tions he has made to the rehabili­ 
tation of youthful crim inals and 
% Oust 
Matuf,fy>Ue+idi 
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crim e prevention among youth. 
Speaking of G overnor W arren’s 
recent re-activation of the state 
crim e commission, he explained 
to a D esert Sun reporter the oper­ 
ation of th e anti-gangster cam ­ 
paign being waged in Los An­ 
geles city and county. 


UNDER THE TRI-FOLD cooper­ 
ation of Chief of Police C. B. 
H arrall, the Sheriff’s Office and 
D istrict 
A ttorney 
W illiam 
E. 
Simpson, an inform ation bureau 
has 
been 
established 
through 
w hich flows the pictures, descrip­ 
tions and habits of every known 
hoodlum in the country. Liaison 
has been established as well with 
eastern city police departm ents 
who have agreed to keep the in ­ 
form ation bureau here posted on 
on the m ovem ent of any of these 
gangsters westw ard. 
“This service to law enforce­ 
m ent agencies on a state-w ide 
basis is now practically an ac­ 
complished fact,” declared Sheriff 
Biscailuz. 


AS FOR BOOKIES, now in the 
“hot seat” of G overnor W arren’s 
personal cam paign the 
Sheriff 
spoke from the position of a peace 
officer w ith forty years of law 
enforcem ent experience. 
“It’s a tough nut to crack,” he 
declared. “It is made so because 
a large segm ent of the popula­ 
tion just laugh about the eradica­ 
tion of the bookie. Some of our 
m ost 
prom inent 
citizens 
don’t 
even believe they are breaking 
the law w hen they place a bet 
w ith a bookie. 
“If the citizen fails to assist his 
elected law enforcem ent agencies 
the problem resolves itself to one 
of continuous education and cam­ 
paigning to keep the evil down,” 
Biscailuz stated. 
YESTERDAY the fast m eans of 


transportation today was brought 
into sharp com parison w ith the 
slow plodding m ethods of the 
1909 era. He recalled the length

New Structure Springs Up Like a Miracle 
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Carol1 


The old Cherry Tree carol, or 
the legend upon which it is based, 
is undoubtedly the reason for the 
custom of placing a branch of cherry 
tree in w ater to bud for Christmas 
time. 
According to this legend, Mary 
and Joseph on their way to Beth 
lehem passed a tree loaded with 
cherries. M ary was hungry for some 
of the fruit and asked Joseph to 
pluck some cherries for her. 
The | 
tree graciously bowed down so that 
M ary could pick the fruit herself. 
It has been custom ary among the 
Czechs and Slovaks to take the 
branch of a cherry tree and place it 
in water in the late fall so that the 
buds reach the blossoming stage 
at Christm as time. 
The belief was current that if the 
sprig blossomed by Christmas Eve, 
the girl who tended it would m arry 
during the New Year. 


Danger From Tree 
Fire Ever Present 
Although the Christm as tree is 
one of the most picturesque Yule- 
tide ornaments, it is also one of the 
m ost dangerous, with the threat of 
fire an ever present possibility. 
Replacem ent of the candle by the 
electric light has removed some of 
the hazards formerly experienced, 
but danger still lurks from faulty 
connections or careless handling of 
bulbs and strings. 
To minimize the fire hazard, the 
departm ent 
of 
agriculture 
offers 
two pertinent suggestions: 
First, 
keep the tree well watered and, 
second, fireproof it with ammonium 
sulphate or calcium chloride. 
To provide the tree with sufficient 
w ater, cut the butt on a slant at 
least an inch above the original cut. 
Keep the w ater level above the 
slashed surface. In purchasing a 
tree, always look for one that has 
been felled recently so that the 
needles have not dried. 
Fresh trees also are essential for 
flame-proofing. In using ammonium 
sulphate, a chemical content one- 
fourth the weight of the tree should 
be used. After dissolving one and a 
half pints of the ammonium in a 
pound of water, slash the stem of 
the tree and place it in the solution. 
Then, let the tree stand four to six 
days in the solution for complete 
absorption. Trees fireproofed in this 
m anner will not be ignited by an 
electric spark.

In 1540 when a plague was rag ­ 
ing in Switzerland, 12 pious men of 
Rhcinfelden formed a brotherhood 
to pray for St. Sebastian’s aid, and 
to nurse the sick and bury the dead.

The Diplomatic Front 
Communists Hold Veto Power in 
French Crisis; Increased Aid, 
Big 4 Agreement Only Solution 
By DONALD BELL

NEW YORK (ONA)—Thinking back to the years I spent 
in France between the two world wars, the first pictures that 
come to mind are not the towers of Notre Dame or the Arc 
de Triomphe in Paris, the Versailles Palace or the picturesque 
port of Marseille, but the little folk sitting at noontime all 
over France in their small corner restaurants, the bistros 
which so often call themselves “Au Rendezvous des 
Chauffeurs.” 
Workers and peddlers dallied 
over their tasty luncheons more 
than one and a half hours. They 
had hors-d’oeuvres, soup, meat, 
potatoes, vegetables, d e s s e r t , 
fruit, coffee, as much white 
bread as they could eat, and in­ 
variably a bottle of wine. They 
were never in a hurry to fill 
empty stomachs, they celebrated 
their meals. 
THE AVERAGE INCOME was 
low even then. But life was 
pleasant. Girls were well dressed. 
Nobody worked too hard, most 
people were satisfied if they

could afford an afternoon aperi­ 
tif to prepare for an excellent 
dinner. When a man in Paris or 
Lyon lost his job, he almost cer­ 
tainly had a relative who owned 
a farm somewhere “a la cam- 
pagne” where he could go with 
his whole family until things 
were straightened out. 
All this is now in the past, but 
the present misery 
has not 
eradicated the memory of better 
times. Living in unheated rooms, 
poorly clad, Frenchmen now 
barely earn a livelihood. Three 
months ago the daily bread ra­ 
tion was cut from 250 to 200 
grams which is, according to the 
Hertcr report, “lower than the 
lowest official ration under the 
German occupation.” This reduc­ 
tion occurred a few months after 
the Communists were ousted 
from the government. 
THE FRENCH are a political 
people. Their labor movement 
has a long tradition, being the 
oldest in Europe. It is unavoid­ 
able that huge masses of French 
workers, organized in the Com­ 
munist-led CGT, the General 
Confederation of Labor, see a 
connection between their lowered 


standard of living and the disso­ 
lution of the Popular Front. 
There were labor troubles and 
strikes even when the Commun­ 
ists belonged to the government­ 
al coalition. But the Communists 
told the workers that they had 
to stick to plants and mines and 
abandon their easy way of life 
to build a new Socialistic France. 
They asked for sacrifices in ex­ 
change for what a majority of 
French workers traditionally con­ 
sider an ideal. Monthly coat pro­ 
duction rose from a 1938 aver­ 
age of 3,963,000 tons to 4,052,000 
tons in September, 1946. It has 
since fallen by about 100,000 
tons.When the Communists left the 
government, most Frenchmen 
watched rather anxious'ly to see 
if economic order could be main­ 
tained. Nothing happened during 
the first few weeks as Commu­ 
nist leaders Jacques Duelos and 
Maurice Thorez still thought 
there was a chance to return to 
the government. Realizing then 
that they were out “for good,” 


all they had to do was abandon 
the slogan of “self-discipline,” 
and the workers did the rest. 
IN THE MEANTIME, however, 
France moved to the Right. But 
who is Fiance? The middle clas­ 
ses voted for Gen. de Gaulle. But 
roughly a third of the French 
electorate adhered to the Com­ 
munists, and a further fifth to 
the moderate Socialists. Alto­ 
gether, the Marxian parties still 
have a bit less than half the 
French electorate behind them. 
And they are well organized, bet­ 
ter than the Gaullists. Their or­ 
ganizations could be broken 
only by drastic measures, by a 
kind of terror, and that would 
mean civil war. The French peo­ 
ple are much too tired to want 
civil war. They want peace and 
security. 
This means that the Commu­ 
nists, even outside the govern­ 
ment. hold a veto power in 
French politics. They are too 
weak to determine the course 
France must travel. But they are 


strong enough to make life mis­ 
erable for any French govern­ 
ment, especially if that govern­ 
ment is unable drastically to im­ 
prove the standard of living. 
THE NEW GOVERNMENT. 
under Premier Robert Schumann 
is very similar to the prewar 
governments of the Third Re­ 
public. But it cannot restore the 
pleasant life of prewar days, and 
it has no new ideal to compen­ 
sate the workers for increasing 
toil and sweat. It is about the 
weakest government in French 
history. 
Messrs. Schumann and Bidault, 
the “strong men” of the new 
cabinet, are the leaders of the 
Oatholic party oT the Popular 
Republicans which has just suf­ 
fered a disastrous and decisive 
defeat. It is getting lukewarm 
support from the Gaullists who 
ate not represented in the Gov­ 
ernment, and from the Social­ 
ists who have only given minor 
leaders to the new set-up. Leon 
Blum and Paul Ramadier re- 
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fused to join the cabinet. That 
means that even the moderately 
Socialist workers do not feel 
much obligation to support the 
new regime. Regardless of the 
vote of confidence which the 
new government may receive in 
the National Assembly, it will 
not have much authority to deal 
with the forces now imposing 
their will on French life. 
The strike wave which forced 
Paul Ramadier out of office, 


ebbed a bit when Leon Blum 
tried to form a government. It 
reached a new peak when the 
French Socialises failed to form 
a middle bloc against the Com­ 
munists and the Gaullists. No 
solution is in sight for the French 
crisis unless it can be provided 
from abroad, by increased eco­ 
nomic assistance to France on 
the one hand, and by a West- 
East rapprochment at the Lon­ 
don Conference on the other.

Indonesians Lay Cards 011 Table, 
Showing Dutch W hat They Face in War 


By OWEN LATTIMORE

WASHINGTON (ONA)— An amazingly frank analysis of 
the m ilitary situation in Indonesia has been presented by the 
Indonesians to the Good Offices Commission of the United 
Nations. As the American representative on the Good Offices 
Commission is President Frank Graham of the University of 
North Carolina, who holds the balance between an Australian 
Commissioner nominated by the Indonesians and a Belgian 
Commissioner nominated by the Dutch, the dispute forms a 
chapter in the current record of American foreign policy. 
The 
Indonesian 
analysis 
adversaries has the other by the 
throat. 


BACK IN JULY, the Dutch re­ 
sorted to “police action" against 
the 
Indonesians. 
With 
mobile 
armored forces, they drove hard 
and suddenly against the more 
lightly 
armed 
and 
sketchily 
trained Indonesians. 
Jubilantly, 
the Dutch announced that in a 
few days they had seized the 
objectives they considered es­ 
sential. They then sat back and 
waited for the Indonesian nation­ 
alists to fold up. 
The Indonesians did not fold. 
A deadlock has continued ever 
since, and the fact that there 
has been a deadlock instead of an 
Indonesian collapse is proof in 
itself that the Dutch were pre­ 
maturely cocky about their suc­ 
cess in taking the law into their 
own hands. 
. 
The Indonesian analysis, which 
is now jiggling like a hot potato 
in the tender hands of the United 
Nations commissioners, reveals 
what happened. 
What the Dutch set out to do 
was to starve the Indonesians 
into submission. The main nu- 
mercial strength of Indonesian 
nationalism is in Java, one of 
the big islands of Indonesia, and 
in Madoera, one of the little 
islands. These two islands pro­ 
duce enough and a little more 
than enough to feed themselves, 
but at the same tim e they are 
subdivided internally into dis­ 
tricts which produce more than 
enough food and districts which 
cannot feed themselves. 


STRATEGICALLY, what the 
Dutch aimed at and what in the 
main they succeeded in doing 
was to cut off the food surplus 
districts and occupy them, leav­ 
ing the food-deficiency districts 
in the hands of the government 
of the Indonesian Republic. They 
hoped that 
the pressure of a 
starving population would force 
the 
Indonesian 
authorities 
to 
cave in. The situation was made 
even tougher for the Indonesians 
by the fact that thousands and 
thousands of people fled from the 
food-producing 
areas 
occupied 
by the Dutch into the deficiency 
areas still held by the patriots. 
To tighten the screws, the Dutch 
have ruthlessly prevented the 
shipping 
of 
food 
in 
coastal 
vessels. 
The Indonesians were handi­ 
capped by the fact that in purely 
rural countrysides it is difficult 
to scorch the earth effectively in 
face of an advancing enemy, es­ 
pecially 
if the crops are still 
¡ standing in the fields. On the 
other hand, the Indonesians have 
some cards to play, and they 
have played them with a deter­ 
mination 
that 
has 
given 
the 
Dutch quite a setback. In some 
districts, for instance, there we’e 
immensely 
valuable 
stockpiles 
from previous harvests, and these 
the Indonesians burned up, as 
far as they were able or had the 


time. In the sugar-producing dis­ 
tricts the Dutch captured nearly 
400,000 tons of sugar, which rep­ 
resents a lot of dollar exchange 
in these parlous days; but the In­ 
donesians still hold nearly 600,­ 
000 tons, and now that the Dutch 
blitzkreig has stalled, the Indo­ 
nesians will have time to destroy 
this valuable cargo if the Dutch 
make fresh military moves on a 
large scale. 
Oil installations arc an even 
more sensitive Achilles heel of 
the 
Dutch. 
In 
their 
“police 
action,” the Dutch cannily avoid­ 
ed the Tjepoe oil installations on 
Java, so as not to give the Indo­ 
nesians any excuse for blowing 
them up. They hoped to starve 
the Indonesians into surrender­ 
ing the wells and refineries. The 
Indonesians are grimly 
deter­ 
mined, however, to destroy the 
lot if necessary. 


, 
IN THEIR STATEMENT to the 
! representatives 
of 
the 
United 
Nations, 
the 
Indonesians 
esti­ 
mate that they can do some­ 
thing like four and a half billion 
guilders damage if the Dutch 
keep up the military pressure and 
force a showdown. Four and a 
half billion guilders is something 
like one 
and a 
third 
billion 
dollars. Exactly what the Dutch 
cut will be has not been an­ 
nounced, but if the Dutch have 
to start by making up a one 
and one-third billion loss in Indo­ 
nesia and then use whatever is 
left over for reconquest and get­ 
ting things started again, they 
will find that the road to re­ 
covery is tough going. 
In practicing open diplomacy 
by dragging figures like these 
into the light, the Indonesians 
are not hiding from anybody the 
fact that they are going to face 
tough times themselves. In their 
statement they say in so many 
words that the Indonesian Re­ 
public is “fully aware” that if it 
resorts to destruction the Repub­ 
lic 
itself will suffer crippling 
losses; future reconstruction will 
be greatly impeded; Dutch and 
other foreign owners and in­ 
vestors 
“will 
become enraged 
with the Republic. But—and here 
they lay it right on the line— 


these destructions are the Re- I 
public’s one and only means of 
checking the Dutch advance to 
ward recolonization of the coun­ 
try.” 


THE INDONESIAN position is 
strengthened 
by the fact 
that 
their freedom of maneuver is not 
limited to destruction. They also 
have something positive to offer. 
Among the factories and planta­ 
tions they took over from the 
Japanese, many were “in a des­ 
perate state of disrepair. The 
Republic claims to have done a 
good job in reconditioning them, 
and to get that job done the Re­ 
publican authorities did not hesi­ 
tate to curb “anarchistic” ten­ 
dencies on the part of labor. 
For this year, the production 
of sugar is estimated a t only 
25,000 tons. For next year, how­ 
ever, the Republic has a program 
for producing 360,000 tons and 
for 1949 this figure could be 
jumped to nearly 1,400,000 tons. 
But, say the Indonesians, if the 
Dutch insist on keeping up the 
fighting, they “see no sense” in 
first bringing plantations back 
into cultivation and then having 
to scorch the lot. 
So that it what the Dutch face, 
in 
open 
diplomacy. Negotiate 
with the Indonesians, as equals 
of course, and get back into pro­ 
duction, 
or 
try to slap them 
down as rebellious and disaffect­ 
ed natives, and get the insides 
burned right out of their pocket- 
books. 
The Dutch dilemma is also an 
American dilemma. In principle, 
we favor freedom and the dig­ 
nity of the individual. The Indo­ 
nesians want freedom, they are 
highly individualistic, and the 
Lord knows they are dignified. 
In practice, if the Dutch succeed 
in reconquering Indonesia, they 
will do it with American arms 
and American dollars.
